Cohen' and ^ Bemle Rothman, who 
successfully upheld the resolution 
that "Canada Shouid ; Be ' Given 
Back to the Indians." ' '^^ ■ " 

Arts and Scléhcémen, Isadoré 
Yablon and Ben Greeii^erg,' tried 
vainly to defeat ttie' issue by em- 
phasizing thé .Impractlcaiïty of the 
plan. ■ ■ ' 

The debate, chaired by Tim Por- 
teous, was judged by Hank Nav- 
ard,c Arthur' Leznoff,' and Marv 
Gameroff. Among those present 
was ' thé' "weil-known" Republican 
and.membero|Ù|^j^nm^9Mbe", 
Victor Cohe^^fio^^^SSgn for 
mal 'Indian attiré. 

SplNtusl Return 
Speaking for the affirmative, Len 
Cohen was careful to point out that 
his platform, stated that Canada 
should be given back to the Indians, 
not*, territorially, but rather cul- 
turally' and spiritually. He de- 
nounced Canadian culture as a pale 
reflection . of that of the U.S.A.,' and 
praised the Indian for having re 
tained. a highly unique and original 
culture down throu'feh the. centuries. 
This preservation of the Indian's 
culture was unwittingly aided -by 
the while man who forced him to 
live. Isolated from other huiiiahs, in 
reservation such as Caugnawaga. 
. Sesenrâtlon Fugitive 
■^e^jgnt -apeaker for the nega- 
tlve*BeirGreenberg, vlolenUy de- 
nounced his opponents as fugitives 
from theVlocariiidian reservation 
who vHl^tô^to ^take over Canada 
for themselves;* He maintained that 
all' Indians 'weK:cbmmuni8ts, a fact 
Illustrated by tlie , co:«;)cratIve sys- 
tem' used on - their ' reserva'tions, 
From this the speaker concluded 
that the affirmative platform was 
in reality a 'scheme to start a revo- 
lution in Canada.! ' 

The impracticability of giving 
Canada back to thé Indian would 
be further shown by the fact that 
rdatiyeéyàhd ^^rlcnds belonging to 
difîtéréni "tribes would have to fight 
and scalp each other In the event 
ot an. inter-tribal war. Greenbcrg 
added that the Indians did not dc- 
'"'^' ^"^ (^nada back as a con 
ase in their. population 
wotild b'^^e wiped them;out by the 
seventeenth century had It riot been 
for -white man's interférence. 
Energetic Speaker 
Bcmie Rothman .then spoke for 
the affirmative. 'V7ith. gusto and 
handwaving he maintained that his 
woithy opponents had been de- 



ceived, and had not met the affirm- 
ative debaters on their, own 
grounds. Aided by a stream of La- 
tin words mouthed by Cicero, Roth- 
man decreed that the Indian lived 
a pure and wholesome life prior to 
the white man invasion. Indian 
horses found that food was enough 
cornpensation for their toil; there 
was no persecution of a certain 
Ivory Tower writer; and no pad- 
lock laws were enforced. Proof of

Jehovah's Witnesses have been 
accused of sedition.

Speoks 



Birth and Life of a Star 
Subject at Science Fiction 



. The birth and life ot a star was 
the subject expounded by Mr. Ivan 
Aron to the Science Fiction Society 
last. week. He declined to discuss 
cuss - its' death on the grounds ^that 
his knowledge did not sink to such 
depths of morbidity. i 

Mr. Aron began his talk with a 
discussion of light. He illustrated by 
means of a graph that the visible 
spectrum was only a small part ot 
the AVhole, the rest being made up 
of gamma rays. X-rays ultra violet 
rays, etc. He also asserted that 
light was a wave motion, although 
a proportion ot the audience ob- 
jected on the grounds that there 
waa no known medium for it to 
travel, in. Mr. Aron swept this aside, 
by a référence to Mr. Elstein and 
continued with his explanation' of 
the prlnclties 'of the ipectnim. - 

Every gas when burned gives off 
light which when viewed through 
a spectroscope shows up as a band 
of colours, always falling in the 
same order. In this way the gas can 
be' recognized. In a similar manner, 
a spectnmi can be taken of the sun 
or any other star. Here the co- 
lours blend together, but certain 
black lines also appear which are 
in the same positions as the bright 
bands, formed in the spectrum of 
gases. 

Thus, the elements forming , a 
Star can be dlicovered. 

But more than the constituents 
of a star can be dctenhined hy its- 
spectnun. A cool .star, will not 
lonlio ian element auffldeirtly to 
raake it .appear as a line on a 
apectrum, while too hot a star will 
Ionize the clement to too great an 
extent. SOT once again rt not 
appear. Thus, the jspeotrum ol' a 
star can be the measure of Its 
heat. 

"The colour at a star as see 
it with the naked eye varies with 
the temperature," said Mr. Aron. 
"l*us, a red star is a cool one and 
has a temperature of around 2,700 
degrees absolute. As the star be- 
comes hotter, It becomes yellow, 
then orange, (as is our moS, w*ite, 
and finally blue. T8ie blue stars 
have a temperature of over 25,000 
degrees absolute." 

There arc several other relation- 



ships in a star which can be deter- 
mined by a spectrograph. Ihe lu- 
minosity varies with the surface 
temperature, the mass with the 
luminosity and the. radius with the 
mass. Thus^ it one factor Is knowr'n, 
the rest can be estimated. 

"Stars are composed ot gases," 
explained Mr. Aron. "They are 
held together' by gravitational 
forces, are subjected to certain 
pressures and are of specific tem- 
peratures. "The density of these 
gases Is much greater towards the 
centre- of the star than It, is near 
the circumference." / ^(^^^

Suifg«{lon8 that Jt 'wiu^^ïue^to 
chemical action, mutual gravita- 
tional forces or radiation have all 
had to be discounted after careful 
mathematical computations. Not 
tmtll 1S3S was any approach made 
towards the truth. In that year. It 
was pointed out that one helium 
atom weighed slightly less than 
four hydrogen 'atoms, and yet' they 
both contained the same number 
ot sub-atomic particles. The eX' 
planation, based on Einstein's for- 
mula (energy equals mass times 
the velocity of light squared), was 
then put fortli that hydrogea>atoms 
were_ being crushed together to 
form helium atoms. The mass lost 
In this change was converted to 
energy. This was then the source 
of the great quantities of heat 
which radiated oiut into space from 
the centre of the star, • . ; 

"The birth of a star Is caused by 
the attraction of a mass of gas par 
tides floating in space to a mutual 
gravitational centre. This movement 
of molecules towards the centre 
creates a certain amount of heat 
enough to. start the reaction of 
changing hydrogen to helium. 

Then", ns a star ages, more and 
more ^ the hydrogen i-i converted 
to helium, while the radius shrinks 
and the heat increases until the star 
passes from the "M" class to the 
"O" class. About that point, around 
two thousand trillion years after its 
birth, the star is ready to die." 

Mr. Aron did not elaborate on 
this phenomenon.
